SB 1074, as introduced, Hueso. State government.
Existing law, for the purpose of reducing and improving administrative

regulations, establishes an Office of Administrative Law to review
adopted regulations. Existing law provides that the office is under the
direction and control of a director, appointed by the Governor, subject
to confirmation by the Senate.

 line 5 Agency. The office shall be under the direction and control of an
 line 6 executive officer who shall be known as the director. There shall
 line 7 also be a deputy director. The director’s term and the deputy
 line 8 director’s term of office shall be coterminous with that of the
 line 9 appointing power, except that they shall be subject to

 line 10 reappointment.
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 line 1 (b)  The director and deputy director shall have the same
 line 2 qualifications as a hearing officer and shall be appointed by the
 line 3 Governor Governor, subject to the confirmation of by the Senate.
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
